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Elba’s Gilmore wins Who’s Who of American Teachers award

Elba High School history 
teacher Al Gilmore earlier 
this year was named Ala- 
bama’s DAR [Daughters of 
the American Revolution] 
Outstanding Teacher of 
American History for 2023. 

That statewide honor put 
Gilmore in contention for 
national recognition as an 
outstanding American His- 
tory teacher, and recently 
those making the national 
selection agreed! 

“Tt is my understanding 
that when I won the Ameri- 
can History Teacher of the 
Year award for the state, 
that put me on the list for 
this,” Coach Gilmore said. 
“It is the Who’s Who of 
American Teachers, spon- 
sored by the New York 
Times, and the state’s DAR 
folks entered my name for 
consideration of the award.” 

He said his name was into 
into a pool of about 900 
teachers for the Who’s Who 
award. That list was nar- 
rowed down, and Gilmore 
made the top ten. He did a

preliminary interview, and 
he made it to the top three. 
“Myself and one other 
teacher were chosen for this 
award,” Gilmore said. “It 
is my understanding they 
do about 20-30 of these per 
year.

“Only 12 schools in the 
state were selected based 
on characteristics such as 
academic excellence and 
growth in the area of read- 
ing and high-quality literacy 
instruction,’ said NBES 
principal Holli Richardson. 
“We are excited and hon- 
ored to receive this recog- 
nition because it highlights 
the hard work of our read- 
ing specialist, teachers, and 
interventionists. They are

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committed to the success 
of our students and work 
every day to make sure our 
students are receiving all the 
tools they need to read on or 
above grade level.” 

The Alabama Reading 
Initiative recognizes schools 
that have demonstrated a 
strong commitment to Ala- 
bama’s K-3 learners, and 
schools that demonstrated 
a growth in their outcome 
data for proficiency and suf- 
ficiency that exceeds the 
growth of the state aver- 
age were given this special 
recognition, according to a 
state resolution for the Sci- 
ence of Reading Spotlight 
Schools. The resolution 
further noted these schools 
exemplify a commitment 
to student-centered coach- 


ere, 


ing to move students in their 
data and teachers in their 
practice; and the science of 
reading is considered an in- 
tegral part of the education- 
al process to prevent and ad- 
dress reading difficulties for 
the purpose of enabling all 
students to read and tackle 
grade level texts. 

The Alabama State Board 
of Education commended 
the professional accom- 
plishment of the schools 
named Science of Reading 
Spotlight Schools for 2023 
of which NBES was the 
only local school to make 
the list. 

“This is a huge honor for 
New Brockton Elementary 


His father, Lyvon Gilm- 
ore, was a teacher and ad- 
ministrator in the Alabama 
and Georgia public school 
systems for over 32 years, 
and his mother, Frances 
Gilmore, was a teacher in 
the Alabama public school 
system for 30 years before 
she retired. 

“My parents taught me 
the value of learning, not 
just in our own personal 
history, but in the history of 
the country and the world,” 
Gilmore said. “They taught 
me that looking into the past 
can help shape the future.” 

While he said receiving 
this Who’s Who award is a 
humbling honor because it 
does recognize teachers for 
their hard work, he said the 
real honorees should be his 
parents. 

“The first thing I did 
when I got the award was 
drive to my dad’s house and 
give him the award,” Gilm- 
ore said, “It was a validation 
that a lifetime’s work is ac- 
knowledged. It is gratifying, 
and it does make you feel 
good. I gave it to the one 
the award really belongs 
to because without my dad 
I wouldn’t be the person I 
am now and I wouldn’t be 
where I am now.” 

Gilmore said giving the 
award to his dad was his 
way of saying “thank you” 
to his parents.

Elba Tigers cage Eagles 64-24

The Elba Tigers gave a 
large homecoming crowd 
plenty to cheer about and 
allowed everyone dressed 
in black and gold to get 
on the field in a big 64-14 
region win over the Pleasant 
Home Eagles, Friday night 
at Tiger Stadium. 

Elba opened the game 
with a bang when on the 
opening kickoff Alvin 
Henderson took a pitch 
from Tiger teammate 
Cameron Gray and sprinted 
up the field 81 yards for a 
touchdown. Alex Wisecup

Elba began its first 
offensive series at its own 
36-yardline after an Eagle 
punt and covered the 64 
yards to the endzone in five 
plays to quickly increase 
its lead. Alvin Henderson 
rushed for 45 yards on 
three carries and scored the 
touchdown on a 20-yard 
run, and Wisecup booted 
the extra-point to push the 
early lead to 15-0 with 7:35 
left in the quarter. 

Pleasant Home stunned 
the Tigers when Jacob 
Bryant returned the 
ensuing kickoff 83 yards 
for a touchdown and Vance 
Kelley added the extra- 
point to cut the lead to 
15-7 with 7:18 remaining 
in the quarter.
